Over 6,000 people had to be fed and clothed that win- 

ter because of destitution. A conference of six Govern- 
ors with noted Entomologists resulted in no adequate 
remedy being proposed. The ground was simply full 

of insect larva ready to hatch as soon as conditions 
should favor. Every human ingenuity had to be, and 
was, exhausted before the people would fall back upon 
the super-ordinary. Then it came, as it had to come 
among Christian people, ina day of prayer. The sup- 
plications were of no use and were of course absurd 
since God is not to be influenced by being petitioned. 
But recognition of human limitations and of the Abso- 
lute in and through and behind all so-called human 
events and what we call Nature is a power superior to 
dynamite while such a mental belief is naught.
